Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “After the events 


of recent weeks, this is 
the real Hackney coming 
together to celebrate all the 
positive things that happen 
here. I hope as many 
residents as possible are 
able to get along to enjoy 
the events.” 

On Saturday, 17 
September, activities are 
based in Hackney Central 
with highlights including 
the Hackney Homemade 
Market and Pop Up 
Food Festival in St John 
at Hackney Churchyard. 
Visitors can also try out 
some Olympic sports and 
find out about 2012 job 
opportunities, or watch a 


programme of short films 
in the evening. 

Children’s theatre, 
juggling and giant board 
games will provide fun 
on the Narrow Way. And 
residents are invited to 
bring a dish for ‘Come 
Dine With Us’ on Wilton 
Way, where there will also 
be a dog show, vintage 
makeovers and more. 

Historic buildings 
including Sutton House, 
Hackney Empire, Stoke 
Newington Town Hall, 
and St Augustine’s Tower 
will be open for tours on 
Saturday and Sunday as 
part of the Open House 


London architecture 
festival. 

The Robert Levy 
Foundation presents ‘Trust’ 
at the Hackney Empire - a 
free performance by young 
people including singing, 
dance, poetry, spoken 
word and drama. 

Sunday, 1 8 September, 
sees the return of Hackney 
One Carnival, bringing 
the streets to life with 
spectacular costumes, 
energetic dance and 
uplifting music by 
hundreds of performers 
from carnival and 
community groups across 
the borough. The parade 


begins at midday at Ridley 
Road Market and works 
its way north up the A10 
to Stoke Newington 
Church Street. 

The Council is 
supporting a number of 
other community events 
including the Hackney 
Wick Festival, featuring 
music, dance, theatre, art 
and design, food and more.

HACKNEY students had 
cause for celebration as 
GCSE and A-level results 
arrived with some record- 
breaking performances. 


The number of pupils 
achieving five A*-C grades, 
including English and Maths, 
rose to 58 per cent this year. 
Once results across the 


country have been analysed, 
it is hoped this will be 
above the national average 
for the third year in a row. 
Provisional figures indicated 


that A level passes in Hackney 
were also at an all-time high. 
There were some amazing 
individual results, with Le-My 
Dang, from Clapton Girl’s 


Technology College, in E5, 
getting the borough’s best 
grades with 1 2 A*s at GCSE.

Residents and the 
Council rallied around Siva 
Kandiah, whose Clarence 
Road convenience store was 
devastated during riots on 
8 August, causing £70,000 
of damage. 

The ‘Save Siva’s Shop’ 
campaign, which has now 
closed, saw donations pour 
in from around the world. 
The store owner received 
further support from the 
Council including help 
with the clean-up, repairs, a 
suspension 
of business rates and 
general advice. 

Many more businesses 
and individuals were 
affected by the riots, and 
as well as support from 
the local community and 
Council, a range of other 
support measures are 
available. Anyone who 


after 

suffered damage to property 
can seek compensation 
under the Riot Damages 
Act. Claims must be 
received within 42 days 
of the incident. 

The Government has 
announced the High Street 
Fund to provide finance for 
small businesses waiting 
for insurance payouts or 
other funding. The scheme, 
backed by firms including 
Barclays, Capita and 
Lloyds Banking Group, will 
offer successful applicants 
emergency grants of up to 
£2,000. Margaret Asare, 
of Eye London Opticians, 
Mare Street, has already 
received a High Street Fund 
grant. Her shop had nearly 
£20,000 worth of frames 
stolen during the riots. 

The High Street Support 
Scheme has also been set 
up to provide £20million 
in business rate hardship 
relief for small and medium- 
sized businesses. The 
Council is responsible for 
administrating the fund 


the riots 


locally and is already using 
it to support traders. 

In addition, HM Revenue 
and Customs has said it is 
helping riot hit businesses 
which are having difficulty 
paying their taxes. 

The Law Society has a 
dedicated helpline offering 
free legal guidance to riot 
victims and some banks are 
also giving financial advice. 

The London-wide police 
investigation into the riots 
continues. There have been 
168 arrests in Hackney 
so far, with 110 people 
charged and 40 currently 
on bail. About half were 
aged between 18 and 25, 
one quarter was over 25, 
with the rest under 18. 
Three people were arrested 
after CCTV images of

suspected offenders were 
published in Hackney 
Today. 

The police have now 
released a further set of 
pictures of rioters they want 
the community’s help to 
identify (see opposite page), 
including one of a man 
brandishing a large rock.

LOCAL rugby 
club has made 
Hackney Marshes

home - just in time to 
celebrate its 20th birthday. 

Old Streetonians Rugby 
Club is the latest sports 
club to make the Marshes 
its long-term base, after 
signing a community 
use agreement with the 
Council. For nearly two 
decades the club has been 
without a permanent 
home ground. 


From this month 
however, the club will play 
all its home matches on 
three new rugby pitches 
and have use of the new 
Hackney Marshes Centre. 
The agreement also requires 
that the club helps develop 
youth rugby in the borough. 
Soccer club Sporting 
Hackney FC signed a 
similar deal earlier this year.

Cycle circuit gets green 



A NEW area of open 
space and riverside 
access is to be created 
in Hackney, following 
agreement over an 
alternative scheme for a 
cycle circuit in the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

The Council and 
Olympic Park Legacy 
Company (OPLC) 
opposed an original plan 
that would have seen a 
competitive cycling track 
cut through the borough’s 
legacy parkland, making 
part of the park and 


the water’s edge less 
accessible to park users. 

A second plan put 
forward by the OPLC and 
supported by the Council 
was then opposed by 
Sport England and the 


competitive cycling 
community. 

Now a compromise 
plan for the one-mile 
circuit has been agreed 
by all parties, including 
British Cycling and Lee 


improvements on Hackney 
Marshes are really taking 
shape. Hackney Council 
is delighted to be able to 
provide Old Streetonians 
with a long-term home and 
the people of Hackney with 
a first-rate rugby facility.”

S CREAMING, 
shrugging and 
at one school, 
almost collective 
fainting: GCSE results 
day saw another record- 
breaking year for Hackney 
students - and much cause 
for celebration. 

The borough once again 
beat its best-ever record for 
pupils achieving at least 
five A*-C grades, including 
English and Maths - 58 per 
cent hit the mark this year - 
up three percentage points 
from 2010. This figure 
looks likely to be higher 
than the national average, 
due to be announced by the 
Government early next year. 

For the third consecutive 
year, Hackney Free and 
Parochial School, E9, 


has seen its GCSE results 
improve: 45 per cent of 
students achieved the 
benchmark grades. 

On results day (25 
August), a dazed group 
of students came close to 
passing out after seeing 
their high grades. Hannah 
Oladugba got two A*s 
and six As for her GCSEs. 
Struggling to catch her 
breath, she said: “I can’t 
believe it, I didn’t think I’d 
get all of those As. I’ve got to 
call my Mum! ” 


Cardinal Pole Catholic 
School, E9, received its best 
ever results: 52 per cent 
made the grade. Nneoma 
Nwaosu, who received 7 
A*s, 2 As and 1 B, said: 
“I’m really surprised to see 
the results, I didn’t expect 
that. I’m very happy - 1 put 
lots of hard work into my 
GCSEs, and it’s paid off.” 

Fifty seven per cent 
of pupils achieved five 
or more A' : '-C grades at 
Clapton Girls’ Technology 
College, E5, with Le-My 


Dang getting 12 A*s 
- the best individual 
grades in the borough. 
Headteacher 
Cheryl Day said: 

“Today’s grades are 
truly outstanding, 
particularly with so 
many pupils achieving 
As andA*s. I’m 
delighted that so 
many of our pupils are 
staying on with us to 
sixth form.” 

Celebrating its 
first set of GCSE results 
since opening in 2006, 

The Petchey Academy, E8, 
saw 62 per cent achieve 
the target grades. Principal 
Olivia Cole thanked staff for 
‘the time and commitment 
they have generously given 
in our quest to provide a 


high quality, stimulating and 
challenging education for 
our students’. 

Mossbourne Community 
Academy, E5, saw 82 per 
cent get five or more A*-C 
grades. Emmanuel Opoku, 
who got eight A*s and four 
As, said: “The mock exams 


were harder, so when I saw 
the exam paper I knew I had 
the answers. I’m surprised I 
got an A* in English as it’s 
my weakest subject.” 

Equalling results from 
last year, 55 per cent hit the 
mark at Haggerston School, 
E2. Headteacher Dr Jane

At Our Lady’s Convent 
High School, N16, 56 per 
cent got the benchmark 
grades. In addition, 15 
students achieved nine or 
more A* or A grades , with 
Vivien Hoang getting eight 
A* and four A grades. She 
said: “I’m really relieved. 
We’d all been in suspense for 
months,” she said. 

Stoke Newington 
School, N16, saw 60 per 
cent make the grade, up 
10 per cent from last year. 
Tao Geoghegan Hart was 
celebrating after adding 
5A*s and 5 As to his cycling 
achievements. Hoping 
to compete in the 2020 
Olympics, he said: “It’s been 
a bit unexpected - I’m just 


back from racing overseas. 
It’s been challenging juggling 
studies with my training, 
but I’m delighted with 
these results.” 

At Skinners’ Academy, 
N4, 48 per cent of pupils 
got five A*-C grades, with 
29 per cent securing three 
or more A * and As; 

Yesoday Hatorah, N16, 
saw 79 per cent of students 
achieve the target grades, 
up from 76 per cent last 
year. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe said: “I’m extremely 
pleased to see another 
great set of results in 
Hackney this year. 

“This continuing 
improvement is testament 
to the hard work and 
dedication of our pupils 
and teachers.” 


HACKNEY A-level 
students had cause for 
jubilation as exam results 
were announced across 
the country. 

Provisional figures 
indicate that Hackney 
schools, colleges and 
students have achieved 
the borough’s best 
results yet. 

Our Lady’s Convent 
High School, N16, saw 
73 per cent get A*-C 
grades, with one in four 
students achieving an 
A* -A. Nancy Adimora, 
who got three As, said: 
“lam very happy. This 


means I will be going 
to Queen Mary University 
where my sister is 
already studying.” 
Seventy-nine per cent 
of A-level students 
achieved A*-C at Stoke 
Newington School, 

N16, up 1 6 percentage 
points on last year. 

Seyid Aydin got three 
As, securing a place 
at University College 
London and becoming 
the first in his family to 
go to university. 

Cardinal Pole Catholic 
School, E9, had 72 
percent achieve A*-C. 


Melissa Zaman notched 
up two As and two Bs. 

She said: “I am really 
relieved. I thought I 
was going to cry with 
joy when I opened my 
results.” 

At Clapton Girls’ 
Technology College, 70 

per cent got A*-C grades 
and six students received 
straight As. 

Mossbourne Community 
Academy, E5, saw 83 
per cent of students get 
A*-C grades. 

At Hackney Community 
College, N1, 61 percent 
got A*-C grades in their 


A Levels, while about 
98 per cent of students 
passed their BTEC 
nationals, with 83 per 
cent gaining a merit or 
distinction. 

At BSix Sixth Form 
College, 58 per cent 
gotA*-C grades at 
A Level. 

Steve Belk, Acting Chief 
Executive of The Learning 
Trust, said: “This is one 
of the many opportunities 
we have to shout out loud 
about Hackney students 
and their successes and 
get behind them as they 
continue their journey.”

S UNNIERDAYS 
is the business 
name of Stamford 
Hill resident 
Martyn Sibley’s new 
media company - and its 
association with all things 
cheerful sits well with his 
happy disposition. 

Martyn, 27, was born 
with Spinal Muscular 
Atrophy - a genetic 
disorder which affects 
nerve cells so that muscles 
become wasted, or 
atrophied. Martyn cannot 
walk, lift anything heavier 
than a book and needs 
assistance with most 
practical tasks. 

None of these obstacles 
however, have stopped 
him from living a full and 
adventurous life. 

After attending school, 
Martyn went to Coventry 
University, where he 
had his first taste of 
independent living. 

“I needed help from 
others to do things for 


me,” he recalls. “It was 
difficult at first, having 
to teach four complete 
strangers how to do 
everything for me; hoisting 
me into bed or helping 
me with showering, 
cooking and cleaning. I 
was nervous but I had to 
overcome that.” 

While still a student, 
Martyn learnt to drive 
a hand-controlled car, 
and undertook a month- 
long trip to Australia via 
Singapore - something 
most people just dream 
of doing. 

He said: “You pick what 
you want to do, plan to 
the nth degree and do lots 
of preparation. I also had 
two assistants to help me. 
It was a trip of a lifetime.” 

When he moved to 
Stamford Hill a few 
years ago, it was not 
long before Hackney 
began to change the way 
it provided services for 
disabled residents with 


the introduction of the 
Transformation of Adult 
Social Care programme. 

A key element of the 
programme is to offer 
individuals the option of 
planning their care services 
themselves by giving 
them control of their own 
personal budgets. 

As a service user, 

Martyn finds the new 
model works for him. “I 
can get up when I want 
and shower when I want 


and use the money to buy 
services I need, rather than 
have someone else decide 
that for me,” he says. 

In 2009, Martyn began 
writing articles about 
his philosophy on life. 

This led to him setting 
up SunnierDays, to 
inspire the disabled 
community, and 
others, through new 
communication channels 
of blogging, social media, 
online presentations 


or ‘webinars’, online 
magazines and partnership 
projects. 

SunnierDay’s is 
currently developing a 
series of online ‘webinars’ 
funded by Hackney 
Council, which go live 
later this month. 

The webinars give 
practical advice on 
specific issues such as 
independent living; how 
to secure employment, 
or benefits and accessible 
housing; accessing local 
leisure facilities; planning 
and taking holidays; and 
making the most of newly 
introduced personalised 
care packages. 

“I want the sessions to 
show that anything 


is possible, give 
information about useful 
resources and mindsets, 
which can lead to a 
change in quality of life. 

“It fits around the 
philosophy I have of know 
your limits, set goals, 
define the barriers, find 
the solutions and grab 
life,” he says.

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I have some old batteries that I need to dispose of, 
what is the best way to do this? 

A: Around 90 per cent of batteries currently end up in 
landfill sites across the 
UK, where they leak toxic 
chemicals into the soil 
and water, harming the 
environment and potentially 
human health. The UK needs to 
increase its battery recycling to 
over 25 per cent by next year, 
and over 45 per cent by 201 6. 

Since last February, retailers 
that sell over 32 kg of batteries 
(equivalent to one four pack of 
AA batteries a day) are required 
by law to accept used ones for 
recycling. The Council has also 
put eight battery recycling bins 
in all its libraries. The preferred option however, rather 
than recycling, is to buy rechargeable batteries that save 
people money and are better for the environment.

Hackney schools recycling more than ever 


THE summer term saw 
the highest ever recycling 
rates recorded in Hackney 
schools, with pupils and 
teachers doubling the 
amount of paper, tins, 
cans and bottles that they 
recycled last year. 

The Council provided 
new canteen bins to help 
capture more recycling. 
Plastic bottles, sandwich 
packets and yoghurt pots 
from packed lunches were 
all easier to recycle, and 
helped to raise recycling 
levels in schools. 

Some Hackney schools 
are now also recycling 
food waste. A trial scheme 
started in 10 schools 
during the summer term. 
The food waste is diverted 
from landfill and is instead 


taken to a compost 
processing plant, thereby 
avoiding the production of 
harmful gases. 

The compost produced 
is then used to enhance the 
quality of the soil in school 
grounds and to help plants 
grow better. This process is 
a great way to help pupils 
see and understand the full 
benefits of recycling. 

But there is still room for 
improvement, and with the 
new school year about to 
begin the Council hopes to 
see even more waste being 
recycled in Hackney. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“With all these recycling 
schemes in place, schools 
are becoming a hub of 


recycling activity. 

“Having so many 
options for recycling 
in schools is helping to 
develop a real recycling 
culture among pupils, 
and to make our young 
generation a green one.” 

The Council works with 
EcoACTIVE a Hackney- 
based environmental 
charity to deliver 
workshops in schools 
to help staff and pupils 
establish recycling schemes 
and recycle as much as 
possible.

Hackney Revisited 

Chat’s Palace, E9, until 9 October 


IF London is a city in flux, then it is 
perhaps the borough of Hackney that best 
reflects the pace of its transformation 
in the 21st century. A new collaborative 
project by two local photographers this 
month captures some of the change and 
continuity that characterises Hackney’s 
iconic locations. 

‘Hackney Revisited’ was conceived when 
East London artist Alex Pink bought a 
book of black and white photos by Berris 
Conolly, a photographer who lived in 
Stoke Newington until 1988 and built up a 
collection of documentary images of 
the area. 

“I was instantly taken by the unique 


collection of powerful photographs and knew 
that they had to be updated,” says Alex. 
Taking Berris’ pictures as a template, Alex 
has revisited and photographed the same 
sites in colour, creating a series of paired 
images that document the physical and 
social changes wrought over the decades. 
“I have long been fascinated by the urban 
landscape and how it effects our everyday 
lives,” he explains. “In some cases the 
changes have been quite subtle, but 
others are no longer recognisable. Many 
old buildings are being replaced, and once 
they are gone, they are gone forever.”

Little relief for the 



T HE first workhouse 
in Shoreditch 
consisted of a 
group of old 
houses repaired to make 
them suitable for the 
accommodation and 
employment of the 
parish’s poor people. 

Established in 1726, it 
stood on the west side of 
Hoxton Street, between 
a footpath known as 
Workhouse Lane (now Ivy 
Street) and a cartway, later 
named Hemsworth Street. 
By 1731, there were 84 
inmates, including children, 
who were employed to spin 
wool into yarn for mops. 

In 1774, the parish 
Trustees of the Poor secured 
the Shoreditch Poor Law 
Relief Act, enabling it to 
build a new workhouse 
on the eastern half of an 
estate, which had been 
bequeathed to the parish, 
between Kingsland Road 
and Hoxton Street, named 
the Land of Promise. Work 
began in 1776, and was 


finished a year later at a 
cost of £3,336. In August 
1778, the Bishop of London 
consecrated a small burial 
ground for paupers behind 
the building. 

The name Land of 
Promise was given to a 
small access road from 
Hoxton Street. It 
survived the closure 
of the workhouse 
and demolition of the 
majority of buildings, 
but the street name is 
now long gone. 

The workhouse 
catered for the sick as 
well as the poor and 
included an infirmary 
with two wards. 

However, it was only 
with the arrival of 
Dr James Parkinson 
in 1813 that London’s 
first isolation ward was 
established to segregate 
infectious patients. By 
1834, however, conditions 
had deteriorated and a 
special Parliamentary sub- 
committee investigating 


workhouse provision 
was heavily critical of the 
institution. There was 
chronic overcrowding, 
with 1,100 inmates in 
accommodation meant 
for 800, the water supply 
was contaminated and the 
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wards for chronically 
ill patients were badly 
ventilated and too close 
to healthy inmates. So 
notorious was the situation 
that it became the subject 
of a comic play entitled 
4 Revolt or, The Workhouse 


or, A Night’s Hullabaloo!’ 
performed at Shoreditch’s 
Royal Standard Theatre in 
November that year. 

In 1 847, a new range 
of buildings were built 
which included further 
accommodation, a kitchen, 
bakery, fever hospital 
and infirmary. A 
supply of fresh water 
was established 
in 1850 with the 
sinking of an 
artesian well. 

In 1859, it was 
decided that the 
workhouse 
should be turned 
into a general 
hospital and health 
centre to serve the 
Shoreditch area, not 
just the workhouse. Two 
years later it was resolved 
that a new and expanded 
workhouse should be built. 

Work began in 1863 and 
was completed in 1866. 
During the construction, the 
conditions and practices at 
Shoreditch workhouse were 


criticised 
in a series 
of articles in 
medical journal 
The Lancet. 

The author noted 
that: “It is a frightful 
accumulation of human 
failures, treated with utter 
neglect of their human 
character; kept in tolerably 
clean rooms, and fed with 
sufficient food, as we would 
kennel dogs in decent 
kennels, but not otherwise 
recognised or treated as 
deserving of moral or 
intellectual consideration.” 

The passing of the 
Metropolitan Poor Act of 
1867 was hastened by the 
outcry that followed The

Lancet articles. It established 
separate infirmaries next 
to workhouses and also a 
dispensary for ‘the pauper 
sick’. Shoreditch Poor Law 
Board purchased land 
on Hoxton Street, and 
authorised £10,000 for the 
necessary alterations and 
additions to the workhouse 
and infirmary. These steps 
would gradually lead to 
the workhouse infirmary 
becoming St Leonard’s 
Hospital, more about which 
in the next issue.

If it wasn’t for 
the experience and time I have spent here, I wouldn’t be where I am now,” he said.
